REPORT ON WOMAN’S WORK 


The Woman’s Missionary Union of Mississippi is en- 
deavoring to go forward under the watchword of the year, 
which is: “Go Ye into all the world; and ye shall be my 
witnesses.” 

The methods adopted for the carrying out of this 
endeavor are three fold: First, The unified program. 
Every organization is urged to accept the program as giv- 
en out by the State Board to the individual church; and to 
see that all funds collected by the W. M. U. are handled by 
the church treasurer. 

Second, The W. M. U. at its State meeting adopted the 
tithe as the minimum offering of each member. 

Third, The W. M. U. is making every effort to organize 
societies in our rural churches. To this end, the State W. 
M. U. is endeavoring to secure the sum of $600 promised 
by the Sunday School Board to the State, provided we raise 
an equal amount for this purpose. 

It is very important that we organize young people’s 
unions in all our churches so we may lead them into paths 
of joyous responsibility and train them for world-wide 
service. 

The accomplishment of these tasks will not come by 
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accident, our hearts must be fixed on it. We must have a 
mind to work, and pray the Lord to “establish the work oi 
our hands.”

MISSISSIPPI BAPTIST HOSPITAL 


Your Hospital is nearing the close of its, fifteenth year 
and the work has developed amazingly since its origin. 
During that time it has cared for | hundreds of patients. 
'The'free work alone running into thousands of dollars com- 
bined with free services of its doctors in the relief of suf- 
fering humanity. 

At the present time we have about completed ouy 
$50,000.00 Nurses Home. We will owe a balance of $27,- 
90.00 on the building, and we are badly in need of funds 
to furnish Ney building, which will. cost within the neigh- 


borhood of $7,000.00 to furnish rooms, living room and 


chapel. Our work has increased so rapidly that we are 
Jude a Clinical Labora- 
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furniture we need for the bed rooms (they are designed for 
two in a room) is twin beds, (prefer metal mahogany,) two 
mattresses, two pillows, two chairs, one dresser, one bed- 
side table, one reading lamp, two rugs, two blankets, eight 
sheets, two pillow cases, three scarfs, two shades and cur- 
tains. The approximate cost of furnishing a bed room, as 
mentioned, would be $150.00, or probably a little less if 
bought all together. The living room should be furnished 
with good substantial modern furniture, including a sec- 
tional book case, for approximately: $500.00. If each hos- 
pital auxilary could see their way clear to furnish a room 
or get someone interested in doing so, it will be quite a help 
and a splendid thing for them to do for the nurses, for they 
give their services for the benefit of suffering humanity 
and deserve at least a comfortable place to rest, and we are 
not asking for any luxuries for them. 


THE BAPTIST MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 


The hospital opened for patients July 12th, 1912. In 
these thirteen years more than 85,000 patients have been 
admitted; during 1924, 11,567 were admitted and the first 
six months of this year, 5,537. 

The administration has made improvements this year 
in beautifying and adding to the comfort of the building. 
Conditions for charity patrons have been much improved 
by moving the wards to the second floor. 

The free service for the first six months of 1925 
amounted to $64,023.41; of this $53,464.61 was in the 
charity wards. The complimentary service for ministers 
and their dependents amounted to $3,039.30, and the _ bal- 
ance was in doctors and nurses discounts, ete. The total 
amount expended in operating the hospital the six months 
was $192,739.83. 

The training school had 57 graduates this year; its 
largest class. This leaves room for other qualified appli- 
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s. 
Pastor M. D. Jeffries has entered upon his eighth year 
of service in the hospital and the work moves on. 

Mr. A. E. Jennings is Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Mr. Geo. D. Sheats General Superintendent, M. D. 
Jeffries, Pastor, and Miss Myrtle Archer is Superintendent 
of Nurses.

REPORT ON MISSIPPI BAPTIST ORPHANAGE 


We, your Committee on the Baptist Orphanage submit 
the following report: 

There have been in the Orphanage during the year an 
average of 172 children. There are now in the Home 177. 

The health of the children has been generally good, 
although there have been five operations for appendicitis, 
and 29 for tonsilitis. The health of the children is excell- 
ent now, and has been during the Spring and Summer. 

The orphanage has had an 8 months school during the 
year and the majority of the pupils made their grades. A 
good Sunday School and Intermediate Junior B. Y. P. U. 
are maintained, 19 of the children were baptized into the 
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fellowship of Davis Memorial Church druing the last revi- 
val in this church. A fine crop has been made on the 
Home farm. 

The finances of the Home are running low. You have 

doubtless learned by reading the Gem that the institution 
is not getting more than one third of its expenses. 
The surplus fund that the Home has been drawing on for 
two years is about exhausted, and it ig necessary for the 
Institution to look to the churches for support. If all the 
churches would make liberal contributions to our Benevo- 
lent cause, the Orphanage, as well as other objects, would 
be amply provided for. The officials o fthe Home _ have 
<ubmitted the care of these orphan children to the churches 
and associations. Surely we will not disappoint them, for 
we know they aré worthy of our generous support.

’ Therefore, be it resolved by the Leake County Baptist As- 

sociation now assembled: ; 


1. That we reconsecrate ourselves to a more earnest, 
harmonious and sacrificing service of our Lord and Master. 

2. That, for the effectual performance of such ser- 
vice, this association now constitute an executive board to 
be composed of two members in good standing from each 
church in the association, said members to be selected an- 
nually by the respective churches.

4. It shall be the duty of said executive committee to 
carefully consider any and all matters and things pertaining 
to church work which may come before it and to report its 
findings or recommendations thereon to the respective 
churchés of the association and to all other bodies as_ the 
circumstances may demand. 

5. That each church in the association be and it is 
hereby requested to consider all questions pertaining to the 
co-operative work of the churches composing the associa- 
tion, the co-operative work of the State Convention, the 
State Convention Board and the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion and, through its representatives on this board, make 
known ‘its wishes pertaining to all| co-operative work noM 
being done through the county association and through the 
otlier co-operative bodies of the denomination.

The Woman's College, with property valued at $350,- 
000.00, a faculty of 30 members, and an enrollment of 
around 500 is doing a great work for the girls. 

Blue Mountain College, with an attendance of around 
350 is also an important factor in the girl-life of our state. 

She claims to have furnished more Baptist women in 
_ Foreign Mission fields from Mississippi, ‘than the other 
colleges in the state combined. How far reaching is her 
influence. 

Clark College, a Co-educational Junior college, with a 
doubled enrollment within the past two years, and expenses 
less than any school in the state, offering the same’ advan- 
' tages, is rendering a distinct service to the Baptist cause

in East Mississippi. Mississippi College—For men and 
boys. | Place—Clinton. . Time—Every year since 1850.

GENERAL MISSIONS 


In spite of the heavy burden of debt of the Boards, 
and the retrenchments made necessary by lack of funds, 
greater results have been optained, in proportion to the 
money expended, than ever _ before; and the fields ~ 
are riper and more responsive to the call of our 
Lord than ever , before. If the Boards only 
had the funds to send and support those who are ready and 
anxious to go, a greater work could be done. There woul 
be no debt or lack of funds if we Southern Baptist h 
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paid into the Lord’s Treasury what we promised to pay. 

Our Missionaries on the foreign fields baptized 12,134 
last year. Many of the older churches are self supporting 
and some are supporting mission stations besides, which 
grow into churches. Space forbids mentioning. many in- 
teresting details of the work. 

Notwithstanding the forced retrenchments made by 
the Home Board, it has had a year of wonderful results. 

With 1,077 missionaries there were 30,027 additions to 
the churches by baptism, 210 churches organized, 608 Sun- 
day Schools constituted and 12,995 Bible and Testaments 
distributed. The need for more funds is necessary to hold 
what we have won, remove the debt and go into new fields 
that are calling for the Gospel. 

We haven’t the statistics to make a comprehensive 
report on State Missions. However, the state has paid into 
the 1925 program from Jan. 15 to Sept. 1st, $144,695.59, 
of which 13 churches of Leake County Association paid 
$803.10, two churches paying $428.50 of that. Nineteen 
churches have paid nothing so far, 

Let us remember that in the long ago we heard of our 
Lord through Missionaries. So let us show our appreciation 
by sending the Gospel Light all over the world.
